Washington, Nov. 28—President 


Roosevelt has decided in favor of the 
construction of a lock canal at Pan- 
ama at a level of thirty feet. This is 
the type of canal recommended by 
the five American 
engineers who 


signed the minority report of the 
board of consulting engineers. They 
rejected all plans for higher levels 
because they involve too many locks 
and too much delay in the passage of 
the ships. 
They calculate that the 


canal on the 30 foot level can be 
completed in^ten years at a cost of 
about $165,000,000. 


While the majority of the board of 


consulting engineers, the votes of the 
foreign members, recommended a sea 
level canal with one tidal lock at 
Panama, the President agrees with 
the minority that the additional ad- 
vantages of that type would not com- 
pensate for the added cost of about 
$90,000,000 and the five years longer 
that it would take to build. 


In teaching this determination the 


President has been largely influenced 
by the fact that the Tiews of the mi- 
nority 
members of the consulting 


board are endorsed by all the mem- 
bers of the Panama canal commis- 
sion, by Chief Engineer Stevens and 
by Secretary Taft. 
With this plan 


definitely decided upon it is expected 
that greater energy will Jbe infused 
into the work oh the isthmus which 
has to some extent, been 
awaiting 


this determination. The great plant 
is being rapidly'installed. More than 
half of it will be in operation by Jan- 
uary and the whole will, it is expect- 
ed, be at work by July. 


The old cry of "let the dirt fly" 


will then be realized in earnest. As 
a matter 
of fact 
it is flying now. 


Four thousand additional laborers 
have been put at work within the last 
few weeks and the total number now 
engaged on the canal aggregates 17,- 
000. 
Of these 3.050 are employed in 


the department of government and 
sanitation, 2,600 in the department 
of supplies and material and 11,300 
in the department -of construction 
and engineering, in' other words, on 
the canal works.

He said McCall was cognizant 
of the purpose of the deal and had in- 
structed him how to deal with the 
check, as the note to Perkins ex- 
pressed. He insisted the transaction 
was in no way a New York life deal. 
The fact was brought out that the 
bonds when received by the company 
were ' recorded as a purchase. 
Ran- 


dolph stated, however, that in many 
stances bonds 
were entered in the 


purchase book when they were not in 
'act purchases. 


New York, Nov. 28. — George W. 


Perkins, vice president of the New 
York Life Insurance company and a

& Company, bankers, described to the

Following is Governor Davis' story 


of tha affair: 


"I came to the Washington hotel last 


night between 11 and 12 o'clock. My 
train was two hours" late. I found no 
one in the office but the clerk and Os- 
car Moore of Prairie Grove, one drum- 
mer and two other gentlemen. I reg- 
istered, spoke to Mr. Moore and asked 
'him up to my room. At this point Mr. 
Dinsmore told me that he wanted to 
speak to me privately. I told him to 
walk up to my room. I saw he was 
very angry. He, Mr. Moore, and my- 
self, went up stairs and Jack Walker 
followed. 


''As soon as I went into my room 


Mr. Dinsmore began to use very abu- 
sive language concerning a letter from 
which I quoted in my speech on the 
18th, and which Senator Berry had 
written him, simply asking his ad- 
vice as to whether or not he (Berry) 
should m'jet me at .my appointment in 
Bentonville December 2. 
He asked 


where I got the letter. I told him a 
friend of mine in town, whose name 
I declined to disclose gave ft to me. 


"He became very abusive and in- 


sulting. I saw a pistol in his vest 
pocket, and Jack Walker drew one. I 
opened my door, to keep from being 
murdered, and walked down into the 
office. Dinsmore followed, using very 
profane l?nguage, and finally called me 
a vile name, and I broke my cane over 
his head. He drew a pistol and at- 
rempted to shoot me. I grabbed him, 
and in the scuffle he struck me twice 
on the face and head with his pistol. 
Mr. Moore attempted to interfere, and 
Walker, so Moore says, drew ihis pis- 
tol on him and threatened to kill htm. 
I think it was a cold, premeditated plan 
of murder, which would have been car- 
ried out U Moore had not been present 
This shall not interfere with my cam- 
paign in this and Benton county." 


Mr. Dinsmore's statement is that 


Governor Davis was misusing; a letter 
of his own, surreptitiously obtained, 
and that, learning the governor was 
coming to Fayetteville. he determined 
to demand its possession.

Rules for Not Beading. 


Here are Emerson's famous rules for 


reading adapted 'to more modern con- 
ditions, as propounded by the well- 
known critic and reviewer, Mr. H. W. 
Boyton, in The Outlook's Annual Book 
Number: 


1 suppose there are no better known 


or more generally 
disregarded rules 


for reading than these of Emerson's: 
(1) Never read any book that is not a 
year old; (.2) never read any but fam- 
ed books; (3) never read any but what 
you like. Probably 
nothing better 


can be done with these bits of advice 
than to disregard them, if it becomes a 
question of taking them literally and 
as rules. Only the third will bear close 
examination, the two others are mere- 
ly hints. Certainly Emerson did not 
expect his own books to be put in 
cold storage for a year before they ac- 
tually got upon the market. He must 
have counted on a few persons neie 
and there to undertake the drudgery of 
making his work known to fame. 
I 


do not mean reviewers, but persons in 
real life, reading what they like. Lit- 
erary criticism does not make fame, 
it simply accounts for it. 
Moreover, 


formally critical minds are exception- 
al in the nature of things, and Emer- 
son was thinking of the ordinary read- 
er. He believed that this reader spends 
a good deal .too much time over the 
"just out" books. He therefore exhorts 
him, 
in his uncompromising way, to 


abstain totally from his favorite in- 
dulgence. He next proposes a pretty 
stern alternative, and appends the 
third rule as a saving clause to miti- 
gate the austerity of the second.'' 


It was always Emerson's habit to 


affirm, rather than to qualify. 
How 


much less effective these suggestions 
would have been if he had given some 
such form as this: (1) The chances 
are that any given new book will not 
be worth reading for persons who are 
anxious to use their time for reading 
to the best advantage:: (2) the chan- 
CPS are that the best-known books are 
the best hooks, for a few books do not 
survive from 
among many without 


good cause; (3) they survive because 
they have given pleasure to more per- 
sons, and a more permanent pleasure, 
than other books have. Some of Them 
will not liold pleasure for you. Read 
those which do.

St. Petersburg, Nov. 28. —The fol-

"The mutineers deserted the Kniaz 


*»jtemkine and the vessel is now in 


. my hands. The sailors, together with 
the soldiers of the Brest regiment 
who mutinied,-have shut themselves 
in the Lazareff barracks with some 
guns. 
When fresh troops arrive I 


shall attack, though I fear the artil- 
lerymen may join the mutineers. A 
very serious state of affairs prevails. 
Several' officers have been killed." 


Press reports from Sebastopol say 


that revolutionary orators succeeded 
in winning over a battalion of reserv 
ists, and that in spite of the arrival 
of reinforc?rnents to the number of 
several- thousand the authorities did 
not dare to interfere with a review 
held by the mutineers by the cathe- 
dral of St. Vladimir, which is in the 
very heart of the town. 


The latest dispatch from Sebastopol 


eays that the mutineers forced the 
officers and crew of the cruiser Otch- 
akoff to leave the ship 
The crews of 


the battleships Rostislav and Tria

known, ha-e not mutinied. One re- 
serve battalion, however, has joined 
the mutineers.

with service conditions, including the 
release.of reservists who have served 
beyond their time, increase of pay, in- 
crease in r->.e allowance 01 food and 
the removal of alleged incompetent 
and brutal officers.

who were absent on vacations are 
hastily returning.
